Catechists Instruct 
Thousands Each Week 


An average of 5000 children are 
given religious instruction each 
week by the Missionary Catechists 
in California. The Catechists have 
five catechetical centers in the 
state; two in the diocese of Mon- 
terey-Fresno, and three in the dio- 
cese of Los Angeles and San Diego. 
At one center alone, Redlands, (ali- 
fornia, with its out-missions, 1600 
are under instruction while at 
Brawley, 1400 are enrolled. The 
classes are made up of American, 
Italian, Portuguese, and Mexican 
children who attend the public 
schools and are without the ordin- 
ary means of religious instruction. 

The Society of Missionary Cate- 
chists now numbers 160 members. 
It was founded twelve years ago 
for the purpose of giving religious 
instruction to poor children living

Organizations Initiating Drives 
Against Obscenity on the Screen 
—More Rigid Cinema Codes 
Are Urged. 


Detroit.—Three prominent Cath- 
olic organizations here have re- 
sponded to the call for a crus 
against salacious advertising and 
immorality in motion pictures 
issued by the Most Rev. Michael J. 
Gallagher, Bishop of Detroit. 

The Detroit Catholic Students’ 
Conference has launched a drive 
seeking to have its members avoid 
objectionable theatrical and motion 
picture presentations, while the De- 
troit Diocesan League of Catholic 
Women and the Catholic Order of 
Foresters have adopted resolutions 
urging their members also to boy- 
cott such forms of entertainment. 

The Diocesan League of Catholic 
Women, in its resolution, scores 
motion pictures glorifying vice and 
urges each member of the League 
“to make of herself a committee 
of one to patronize only those pic- 
tures known to be decent and re- 
presentative of the best in our 
home and national life.” 

The Order of Foresters, in a re- 
solution attributing “moral decline 
among the people of our country” 
partly to the theatre, declare that 
“the youth of the country cannot be 
exposed to this ‘drive’ of the devil's 
own devices without suffering ser- 
ious moral harm.” “The alarm must 
be sounded,” the resolution adds, 
“means must be taken to warn and 
to prevent the spread of this epi- 
demic of indecency.” 


Fond du Lac, Wis.—A resolution 
adopted by the Fond du Lac Coun- 
cil of Catholic Women, urges a 
more rigid code covering the moral 
phases of the motion picture indus- 
try and regulation insuring decency 
on the screen.

“Y outh— 
All possibilities are in its hands, 
No danger daunts it, and no foe 
withstands; 
In its sublime audacity of faith,

These few lines are disturbing. 
Perhaps, they characterize the on- 
ward rush of our modern boy and 
girl to the clouds of financial, in- 
tellectual and commercial success. 
Only incidentally, does one visual- 
ize spiritual effort in the poem. 
Longfellow, no doubt, included it; 
but our twentieth century psycho- 
logy, invariably will separate this 
picture of sturdy spirit from the 
idea of Sainthood. It is unfortu- 
nate that public opinion feels that 
saintliness and red-blooded boy- 
hood are contradictory. 


1 “It must be so” is about the only 
argument that can be squeezed out 
of the rank and file of people. The 
fact is there. A boy reads about a 
star scintillating before 60,000 
football fans. He sees in his 
dreams his own name staring from 
the headlines ten years hence.

consciousness he feels that the very 
patron of youth, St. Aloysius, was 
not a real boy. He doesn’t know 
that his famous saint was adept in 
the pastimes of the day. He played 
and prayed with equal intensity. 

He has never heard of the apos- 
tles and their successors invading 
the camps of their enemies without 
fear, preaching the gospel, and 
baptizing in the name of Christ.

IX. ST. JOHN CHRYSOSTOM, 
BISHOP AND CONFESSOR 


UCH was the eloquence of John 

of Antioch, such his humanity 
and holiness, that his memory has 
been treasured for fifteen centuries 
by all Christians, especially those 
of the East, as the greatest of 
Christian orators, “Chrysostom”— 
“the Golden-mouthed”, 

Born about 347 and reared amid 
the paganism and confused Chris- 
tianity of Antioch, he was bap- 
tized at twenty-three, tried to live 
as an ascetic and anchorite in the 
desert, but overdid it and ruined his 
health. During twelve years as 
priest in Antioch (386-398) he 
gained widespread fame as & 
preacher and wrote his many homi- 
lies and scriptural commentaries, 
above all his most important works 
on the Priesthood and the Blessed 
Sacrament. Suddenly he was called 
to Constantinople by the Emperor 
Arcadius and made metropolitan 
bishop. ae

London Warns U. S. 
of Soviet Propaganda 


The London Times in an editorial 
voices a warning concerning the 


= Every Catholic Should 


Be a Missionary 


Souter the beginning of his Ponti- 
ficate, nearly twelve years ago, 
Pope Pius XI has urged an aposto- 
late conducted by the laity under 
the general designation CATHOLIC 
ACTION. Although the Holy 
Father has repeated his earnest 
plea in almost every Encyclical he 
has written, and they have been 
many, there are comparatively few 
who really grasp what he actually 
intends, They have the notion that 
any sort of religious or social wel- 
fare work in which they might en- 
gage individually or as members of 
parish organizations, entitles them 
to the compliment of following the 
Holy Father’s wish. 


At the recent Conference of 
Catholic Charities in New York His 
Excellency the Most Reverend Am- 
leto Cicognani, the Holy Father’s 
personal Delegate to this country, 
defined more specifically just what 
the Holy Father means and what 
he does not mean. He insists that 
“participation of the laity in the 
Apostolate of the Hierarchy” is 
CATHOLIC ACTION only when 
the workers are definitely commis- 
sioned by their Bishop as the priest 
himself is commissioned, to teach, 
to defend the faith, to spread it. 


Cooperate With Your Bishop 


Therefore, members of the Holy 
Name Society, of the Rosary So- 
ciety, of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society, even though they do the 
things which might be properly 
termed CATHOLIC ACTION, are 
not to be regarded as actually en-

NOT A NEW DOCTRINE 


‘ On December 8, 1854, Pope 
Pius IX defined that “the doc- 
trine which declares that the 
most Blessed Virgin Mary, in 
the first instant of her incep- 
tion, by a singular grace and 
privilege of Almighty God, in 
view of -the merits of Jesus 
Christ, the Saviour of the hu- 
man race, was preserved ex- 
empt from all stain of original 
sin, is a doctrine revealed by 
God, and therefore must be 
believed firmly and constantly 
by all the faithful.” 


Because the doctrine of the 
Immaculate Conception was 
defined at such a late date in 
the history of the Church, 
many non-Catholics maintain 
that it is a new doctrine, that 
it was not taught by Christ, by 
the Apostles and by the early 
fathers of the Church. This 
assumption is unfounded in 
fact. The early fathers did 
believe in and teach the doc- 
trine of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, and although it is true 
that there are no passages in 
the Scriptures which express- 
ly teach this doctrine there 
are two, as Pope Pius IX 
pointed out, from which it can 
be inferred, if they are con- 
sidered in the light of Catholic 
tradition. 


The Scriptural passages 
are: “I will put enmities be- 
tween thee and the woman, 
and thy seed and her seed ; she 
shall crush thy head, and thou 
shalt lie in wait for her heel’ 
(Gen. ITI, 15). “Hail, full of 
grace, the Lord is with thee; 
blessed art thou among wo- 
men” (Luke 1, 28). 


The Blessed Virgin is also 
often referred to in the writ- 
ings of the early fathers of 
the Church, and in many cases 
the statements of these men 
would be exaggerated or un- 
true had she been conceived in 
original sin. They imply her 
freedom from all sin by their 
insistence upon her perfect 
purity and her position as the 
second Eve. 


Among the fathers who re- 
fer to the sinlessness of the 
Blessed Mother in their writ- 
ings are: St. Irenaeus, who 
lived from the year 140 until 
205; St. Justin Martyr, Ter- 
tullian, St. Cyril of Jerusalem, 
St. Ephrem of Syria, St. Jer- 
ome and others. The testi- 
mony of St. Ephrem (306- 
$73) could only mean that 
‘Mary was immaculately con- 
ceived. He writes: “She was 
innocent as Eve before her 
‘fall, a Virgin most estranged 
from every stain of sin, more

SACRED LITERARY WORK 
OF 1582 IS FOUND 


Recovery of a valued religious 
literary work, which was stolen 
from the Carmel Mission in San 
Francisco some time between 1896 
and 1930, has been announced by 
mission authorities. 

The Literary Antique of St. 
Teresa of Spain, published by her 
friend and counselor, Venerable 
Fray Luis de Leon of Avila, Spain, 
after her death in 1582, was re- 
covered by the Very Rev. Dr. 
James Culleton, chancellor of the 
Monterey-Fresno Catholic diocese. 
It was restored to the library of 
the padres at the historic mission. 

Father Culleton said the work 
reached the Carmel Mission first 
prior to 1800 from the College of 
San Fernando in Mexico and was 
catalogued by the friars at Carmel 
between that date and 1820. How 
the work was recovered was not 
revealed.

THE REV. AQUINAS KNOFF, 
Diocesan Editor 
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Pasteur Institute 
Heads, Emulating 
Founder, Die Holily 


Paris. — The great Christian 
scientist, Pasteur, left a tradition 
to the Institute Pasteur, that of 
crowning a useful life with a 
Christian death. Dr. Emile Roux, 
director of the Institute, and his as- 
sistant director, Dr. Albert Cal- 
mette, have continued that tradi- 
tion. 

The death of Dr. Roux came at 
the close of a week that had been 
marked by the demise of two emin- 
ent scholars, Dr. Calmette and the 
mathematician, Painleve. Dr. Roux 
was given a national funeral in the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame with His 
Eminence Jean Cardinal Verdier, 
Archbishop of Paris, presiding, in 
the presence of the President of the 
Republic. Dr. Calmette, in accord- 
ance with his expressed wish, was 
buried with the greatest simplicity 
from the little Church of St. Jean 
Baptiste de la Salle, but the Cardi- 
nal Archbishop was one of the first 
who went to pray beside the bier. 
He also presided at the funeral ser- 
vice, 


Emile Roux, disciple of Pasteur, 
during his long life—he was 80 
when he died—had .made many con- 
tributions to medical science. But 
perhaps his greatest, or the one for 
which he is best known, was the 
discovery of a serum for diphtheria 
and which has saved the lives of 
thousands and thousands of chil- 
dren. He also made invaluable dis- 
coveries regarding contagious dis- 
eases as well as carbuncles and 
rabies. 

Dr. Roux was an ascetic. He 
never wanted any recompense for 
his discoveries and would ace>nt no 
remuneration. He passed hi» tire 
life in a modest apartment consist- 
ing of two bare rooms at the Insti- 
tute. 

When Calmette was about to re- 
ceive the Last Sacraments, he asked 


that all his colleagues assemble 
about his bed. This was his last | 
lesson. When Dr. Roux a few days) 
later felt death approaching, he 
sent for a priest to hear his confes- 
sion and shortly afterwards, when 
Cardinal Verdier came to see him 


in his white, bare room, occurred 
an affecting scene. As His Emin- 
ence attempted to express to the 
illustrious dying man all that the 
world realized that it owed to his 
life, the eyes of the great savant, 
already gazing into the infinite, 
were veiled with tears. After the 
Cardinal had departed, Roux said to 
those about him: “That was indeed 
a visit that has given me the great- 
est joy. Now I can go.” Soon after, 
he died, but his breast bore none of 
the great decorations that had been 
awarded him—not even the Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honor—but 
only a small crucifix. This had been 
his wish, 

His remains rest in the crypt of 
the Institute near the tomb of his 
master, Pasteur, 


Dr. Albert Calmette was univer- 
sally known as the discoverer of a 
vaccine preventive against tubercu- 
losis. He, too, had been the pupil 
and friend of Pasteur. He was a 
young physician in the colonial 
service when he came under the 
observation of Pasteur who entrust- 
ed to him, 45 years ago, the first 
Pasteur Institute in Indo-China. At 
Saigon he devoted much of his time 
to the study of snake venom which 


led to his discovery of an anti-ven- 


om serum which has saved many 
lives. In 1835, with Borrel, he dis- 
covered an anti-pestilence serum 
and went in person to Oporto, Por- 
tugal, where an epidemic had just 
broken out, to test his experiment 
at the risk of his own life. 

Later, Dr. Calmette became direc- 
tor of the new Pasteur Institute at 
Lillie and remained there 15 years 
devoting his time especially to puri- 
fying the water supply of that city, 
combatting diseases prevalent 
among miners, and finally to his 
great fight against tuberculosis. 
For four years he remained at his 
post throughout the German occu- 
pation. That tragic period was to 
him another occasion for devoting 
himself to the welfare of the peo- 
ple, but not even that distracted 
him entirely from his research for 


an anti-tuberculosis vaccine, 


It was after the war that, in col- 
laboration with Guerin, he gave to 
the world the famous BCG formula 
(bacillus Calmette-Guerin) which is 
now used with great success in 
vaccine form as a tuberculosis pre- 


babies. 


At the time of his death, whith 
was continuing his researches on 
the use of cobra venom in the treat- 
ment of cancer. 7

of the National Committee of the 
Motion Picture Research Council, 
speaking at the Religious Commu- 
nity Hour, here, scored the pro- 
ducers of obscene and immoral 
films and assailed the “double fea- — 
ture program” and the “block-book- 
ing” system. 

Father Siedenburg lauded the 
motion picture as “fundamentally a 
great invention” that “should be a 
paramount blessing to mankind.” 
“Tt is our business to make it an 
asset and not a liability,” he added. 
“Tt should amuse and teach and in- 
spire, and not, as it now too often 
does, neutralize and even destroy 
the best influence of home and 
school and church. We spend time 
and money to safeguard our bodies 
by public control of water and milk 
and food; we ought to spend at 
least as much energy in keeping 
unpolluted our minds and our 
ideals. The movies are poisoning 
the wells and it is high time that 
the New Deal be applied to the 
motion picture. While we are aim- 
ing at the controlled industry and 
a controlled finance, we ought also 
usher in a controlled motion: pic- 
ture.” 

Father Siedenburg pointed out 
that the public will patronize 
wholesome pictures, saying that 12 
of the 15 leading box office attrac- 
tions of 1930 were pictures of this 
nature. Producers have no qualms 
about the damage they work in the 
lives of 23,000,000 young people 
who go to the movies, he said.

The obligation of  restitutton 
would be fulfilled if the money were 
returned even though the guilty 
person did not reveal his identity. 
All that is necessary is that the 
money be returned to its rightful 
owner. If the owner is known and 
living, the money should be re- 
turned to him. Money is some- 
times given to the Church or to 
some charitable imstitution to ful- 
fill the obligation of restitution, but 
this course should be followed only 
when the rightful owner cannot be 
found or when his permission to 
do so has been obtained.

ERASMUS. By Christopher Hol- 
lis. $2.25. The Bruce Publishing 
Company, Milwaukee. 


The contributors to the Science 
and Culture Series offered by the 
Bruce Publishing Company, are 
presenting to Catholic literature an 
increasingly attractive and schol- 
arly array of books. Erasmus, the 
latest biographical gem of Christo- 
pher Hollis, is brilliantly done. 

Erasmus, from the spiritual as- 
spect, is not a Churchman who 
drew souls to God through the mag- 
netism of‘ his holy living; neither 
is he a character who excited in 
his time, nor through the reading 
of his life, high admiration. Mr. 
Hollis is frank in his revelations 
of the peculiarities of his subject. 
He displays his weaknesses, his 
good and bad points, and analyzes

The thoughtful priest, the eru- 


dite religious, the scholar—Cath- 


olic, Protestant, or Pagan—will 
each welcome this splendid inter- 
pretation of a man who entered re- 
ligion, but was not pleased with 
his vocation; who was a Latin and 
a Greek scholar, first, and a priest 
last. The sad pity of it! But with 
it all, he shows the Erasmus who 
rallied in his old age to combat 
Luther. Even in this, his spirit- 
uality and his zeal for the honor 
and glory of God, for the welfare 
of the Church, were lambent. His 
soul did not waken until he was re- 
peatedly urged to defense by the 
Holy Father and by others—both 
friends and foes—until there was 
no rest for this ill-humored, disa- 
greeable old man, excepting 
through a_strong use of his pen. 
Your reviewer read this book in 
three sittings, the last ending at 
three o’clock in the morning. Every 
phase of the book was read care- 
fully and analytically and the re- 
ward was great, but not stimulat- 
«SRA was too abnormal! to 
please. His very abnormality made 
him the disagreeable personage 
that he was.

We were glad when Mr. Hollis’ 
concluding paragraph in this most 
informative biography related: “He 
‘left various bequests to surviving 
‘friends, and distributed the rest of 
‘his worldly goods, not inconsidera- 
ble at the last, among the poor of 
Basel, marriageable maidens, and 
penniless students. It is good that 
he remembered the poor at. the last, 
for when all that can be said is 
said against Erasmus, this at least 
must be remembered: “He who 
jeered at all else never in his life 
stooped to jeer at the sufferings of 
the poor.” 

It is well to remember too, that 
‘Erasmus appreciated his Church in 
ihis latter years; that his faith be- 
‘eame a living flame; that he re- 
‘formed many of his un-Christ-lke 
attitudes and judgments. 

Erasmus was the October choice 
of the Catholic Book Club of New 
York. We think that Christopher 
Hollis merited this distinction.

tute a mortal sin: A grievous mat- 
ter, sufficient reflection, and full 
consent of the will. If you receive 
the Sacraments frequently, ear- 
nestly desire to serve God, and live 
in that state of good will, it would 
be assumed that the thoughts 
about which you are doubtful as to 
your guilt, are not mortal sins. 

Temptation pursues everyone. 
Some souls are more violently 
tempted to carnal sins than others. 
But in any event, the grace of God 
is sufficient. If you pray, receive 
the Sacraments often, and co- 
operate with God’s grace, you have 
no need of discouragement, for you 
will receive strength to overcome 
a natural inclination to sin. 

If you have a serious doubt ss 
to your guilt, make a speedy act of 
perfect contrition, content your 
mind, and busy yourself ‘with serv- 
ing Ged through your daily duties 
and pleasures. When you go to 
confession tell all your mortal sins 
and mention the grave doubt and 
confess the sin as God sees it. 

As to an accidental act occa- 
sioning a sinful thought: neither 
would be sinful unless you gave 
consent thereto.

Bishop Noll on 

- the Layman and 
Catholic Evidence 

'- he Catholic Press has given 


con ible notice to the 3 
of the Most Rev. John F. Noll at 
the thirteenth annual convention of 
the National Council of Catholic 
Men, but there are certain features 
which we desire to present to our 
‘Catholic women. 


Bishop Noll called attention to 
the fact that there are 100,000,000 
non-Catholics in the United States, 
and that there is but one priest to 
000 people, while there 1s 
holie to every five, and then

had this to say: 


“The one priest can never 
'“~make much of an impression on 
the 5,000. They do not come to 
is church. He can’t go out and 
talk to them. But every Catholic 
properly prepared for the work 
and properly encouraged could 
influence the five. In that bf 
it would seem that the whole 
coun could be contacted very 
favorably. The first approach, I 
think, would be through litera- 
ture.” 


His Excellency suggested that 
care must be given to the selection 
of the proper type of literature; 
furthermore, it should be rightly 
distributed. He explained: “Litera- 
ture should be selected in relation 
to the state of mind. It should not 
be stuck in pockets. It should not 
be sent anonymously. There should 
be a dignity to it,” 

Continuing, Bishop Noll said: 
“The average non-Catholic does 
not know what you mean when you 
say “The Church’.... They tell 
you they are not interested in con- 
troversy—why we believe, for ex- 
ample, in purgatory, or why we 
believe in infallibility, unless it 
first be proven. There must be 
authority behind all that teaching. 
..«+ This is a big subject, but it 
would seem to me that in every 
parish there could be an organiza- 
tion which would interest itself in 
trying to reach the non-Catholic 
through systematic effort at least 
a few days a year.” 


We wish we could offer you more, 
for it would stimulate you along 
the line of furthering a greater 
zeal for souls, but we shall have to 
content ourselves with the conclud- 
ing paragraph of his address, in 
which His Excellency stated: 

“The country needs a moral 
code. It isn’t merely a doctrine, 
we must carry on keener work. 
We need a moral code—the moral 
eode of Christ. That code, of 
course, embraces our attitude 
toward marriage, toward the 
family, toward the evils of birth 
prevention, of sterilization. All 
this requires educative work, and 
it seems that the Church can do 
this only if it enlists the services 
of the laity and if, in every 
parish, the few who can be 
trained, engage in study clubs 
and other ways of informing 
themselves so that they may 
direct the many.”

Children are usually very happy 
‘when they get a free day or a holi- 
day. Our Country has set aside sev- 
eral days during the year when all 
people are free from work. These 
are called holidays, to make us re- 
member some great man, or some 
big thing that has happened in our 
country. : 

And so our Holy Mother the 
Church has set aside several special 
days during the year, and they are 
called Holy Days. They are also 
days when we are free from work 
and school. These days are to re- 
mind us of God and the Saints and 
one or the other great things God 
has done for us. For instance, 
Christmas Day comes on Monday 
this year, and the whole world will 
rest and be happy and free, be- 
cause that was the birthday of 
Jesus. If we just went along 
working and studying on those} 
days, like every other day, we 
might not think of the goodness of 
Jesus in being born on this earth 
for us. 

Even though children might: not 
think some of the Holy Days are 
as big as Christmas, yet the 
Church thinks so, and wants us to 
keep some other days just as holy.

If some person asked you chil- 
dren the names of the National 
holidays, most of you could tell 
the names and the dates at once. 
Now as Catholic children, don’t you 
think you should also know the 
names and dates of those big 
feasts and Holy Days? As good 
citizens of our country, we cele- 
brate and enjoy the days of free- 
dom given us by our country. As 
good Catholics, we should also cele- 
brate and enjoy those feasts and 
days of prayer, given us by our 
Church. 

The Jews of old kept, and still 
keep, certain days holy, to remind 
them of all the favors and blessings 
God had given the Chosen People. 
And now in the days of the New 
Testament, we must recall all the 
wonders and goodness of Jesus to 
us. Indeed the Church has the 
right to appoint such days. In 
your homes you celebrate birthdays, 
and perhaps the anniversary of 
your parents’ wedding day. These 
days make your homes happy.. Our 
love for God and for Mary and the 
Saints, should make us equally 
happy when we celebrate their 
feast days. 

Remember when these days 
come, and you will grow up in the 
spirit of a real child of God. You 
do not forget your dear friends on 
earth. Why should you forget God, 
and your dear friends, the Saints 
in Heaven?

We know you would not disobey 
the 3rd. Commandment of God for 
anything. By the authority re- 
ceived from Christ, the Church tells 
us we must also keep holy, just 
like Sundays, certain other days 
during the year. It is a strict obli- 
gation. Sunday is the Lord’s Day, 
and He certainly deserves at least 
one day out of the week, on which 
we speak of Him, read holy books 
and carry on religious and charit- 
able duties. That is keeping the 
Lord’s Day holy. In like manner, 
Holy Days, are not merely days of 
rest and rejoicing, but special occa- 
sions for recalling God’s mercy to- 
wards us, and the mysteries of our 
holy religion. 

How very forgetful we are unless 
reminded of our duties! Forgetful- 
ness is the companion of ingrati- 
tude. A new holiday in our country 
is Armistice Day. If we forgot 
what the soldiers did for us in the 
war, we would prove ungrateful in- 
deed. Hence the day is set aside 
each year, lest we forget. What our 
soldiers did for us and our country, 
cannot compare with all that Jesus 
did for us and for the world. Hence 
the Holy Days are given, lest we 
forget. 

Make practical use of such days. 
Only by hearing Mass and refrain- 
ing from unnecessary servile work 
do we avoid serious sin. To study 
the nature of the feast or mystery, 
to drink in the spiritual lessons 
taught, and to measure our advance 
toward perfection, these would 
make the Holy Days profitable in 
time and in eternity.

Lay Activity Necessary 

It does not seem to occur to the 
average Catholic that he is expect- 
ed to be a missionary. The Church’s 
commission is missionary, and it 
can hope to execute that commis- 
sion effectively only through lay 
activity. The priest has no close 
personal contacts with non-Catho- 
lics. At services on Sunday he has 
only the Catholic people present, 
and during the week the time is 
practically all occupied by routine 
work in behalf of these people. But 
the laity are constantly associated 
with non-Catholics, and there is one 
Catholic to every five non-Catholics 
in the United States. With every 
Catholic acting as a missionary it 
should not be at all difficult to make 
a favorable impression on the whole 
non-Catholic body and dispose mil- 
lions for a hearing of the Catholic 
claims.

The religious con- 
fusion outside the Catholic Church 
is as great as the economic and 
political confusion which obtains 
everywhere. The whole world is 
now committed to the idea that 
leadership is needed, that an auth- 
oritativea spokesman is needed to 
bring order out of chaos. The Cath- 
olic Church has always claimed 
such leadership and such an author- 
itative voice. Today it is generally 
conceded that she alone has a con- 
structive economic program, that 
her social philosophy has consider- 
able merit.
